were in the Yards belonging to that houſe, and to the houſes near ir,

Gd, that is ſlow to anger, aud plenteons in mercy ; yea, that in his 
wrath remembers mercy, Sir John Roas, the principall man aimed 
at by the Phanatick Libelters, and ſome of his company, and divers

affiencd'many minutes before, (as was before declared by thoſe Gen. 
tlemen bur they mer all accidentally', neither did'they, when they 
met , meet with any ſuch proviſion as a Barrel of March Beer or a 
Pipe of other Bcer, but the Gentleman that gave them thac litle 
drink which they drank , did in probable civility give them the beft 
that he had; whether it were Beer or Ale, of March orany other 
moncth ; and they in good manners did not inquire into the age 
of it, 2s it ſeems the fore-man of the Coroxers [nqueFt thought fit to 
doe, or rather adyentured to report-it, to make way for his com- 
ment of inflaming and intoxicating. Only I wonder that Ewrz , 
the Brewer or'Brewſter of that Lye of March Beer , ſhould ſo much 
forget the anagramme of his own name, as not rather to have told

That in the latter times ſome ſhould depart from thefaith , 
giving heed to ſeducing Spirits and DoFtrines of Devills, Jpeakang 
Lyes in hypacrifie , having their conſcience ſeared with an hot iron; 
1s not more truly and exactly fulfilled in any, then in the Phana- 
ricks of cheſe tunes. and the hypocricicall Canting of thoſe Pha- 
naticks, which I am preſenting to you , will witneſle as much. 

The greareſt thing (ſaith che Libeller) that we can deſire (next to 
the glory af God) 1s our own ſalvation ; and the ſweeteſt thing we 
can deſire, is the aſſurance of our ſalyation, And in this life we 
cannot get higher , then to be aſlurcd of that which in the next is to 
be enjoyed. Thele are the charming termes, with which che compoſer 
of theLibell would lull you a {lcep,whil'{t he poyſons your faith with 
a moſt yenomous and falſe ſuggeſtion of the fore-namedGentlewans 
exceſſe in drinking at their meeting, Oh the matchleſſe boldneſlſe of 
phanaticall impudence ! could nothing, but : the lifcing men up 
with the thoughts of ſalvation and the aſſurance thereof , be thought 
on as 2 deluſion ſtrong enough to perſwade them to believe a lye 2 
Certainly where ſalyation is but hoped for by any, all Lying, 
and eſpecially the belying and ſlandering of others, isabhorred and 
deteſted : for as all lying lips are an abomination to the Laxrd Pro- 
verbs 12. 32., So he that ſpeakes lies in the name of the Lord, 
15 ſa abaminable unto men as well as to the Lord, that his own f a. 
ther and mother that begat him, ſhall ſay unto him, thas ſhalt not 
live, Zack, 13.3. . And if whoſoever loveth aud maketh a Ly: 

fhall not be ſuffered to enter into the gates of the heavenly Jeru- 

fatem. Revelat. 22.v,15 andchap, 21. 27. much lefle thall they 
be admitted to enter , that not only make lies , but make uſe of the 
taiking.of Gods glory and the aſſurance of mans ſalyation , to nuke 
way fortheir Lycs to enter the more {ſmoothly and undeſcernably 

into. mens: hearts, Exceſle of drinking is exceeding finfull ; and , 

praiſed be Cod , there are many, very many, of the Kings faithfull 

and-loyall ſubjeats, that hate ir in reallity , as. much asany of your 

Phanatick crew dos ip pretence, But withall we acknowledge, that 
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' we think it far worſe to be drunke with maliceand envy , with di. 


obedience and rebellion, with violence and bloud , with opprefhon 
and ſacriledge , with diflnwlation and hypocriſte , with errour and

| herchie, then with wrze or beer , or any other liquor, And there. 


forc if ye would be ſaints indeed, as well as ſo reputed , let drin- 
kenneſlle and other fowle ſcandalous finnes be.abhorred of you, be- 
cauſe they are ſinnes, and abhorred by God , and then you will ab. 
hor lying and difſembling as well as the reſt; and doe not think your 
ſelves,” ar rather call your ſelyes Saints, (for ſurely ye cannot teri- 
orfly think your ſelyes ſo) becauſe ye abſtain from thoſe fins from 
which the Devills themſelves abſtain, and in the mean time delight 
in thoſe, in which they moſt delight, and particularly in that ſinne 
of falſly accuſing your brethren , from which the Devill hath his 
name Diabotus Dejill, Revelat, 12.v.10. ” 
Bur to trace thjs Libeller a little further,. He tells us of two hea- 
vens and that ſome ſaints enjoy a heaven while they are here on 
carth : and that all may enjoy two heavens, is (as he daith) the pro- 
je& of his diſcourſe, and that this proje&t may be publithed , he 
would lay down ſome cautionary motions for preventing excelle in 
drinking ; conſidering the late, ſad and heavy judgements that be- 
fell divers Gentlemen in Sxffo/k , as they were'drinking of healths 
&c.  () rare projeCtour that hath found out two heavens , and that 
the Saints enjoy. one. of thoſe heavens here on earth : I confeſle the 
Scriptures make * mention of three, heavens the firſt the aereall hea- 
ven, which is the next aboy? the earth : and from whence the birds 
and fowles;, that fly therein are called the birds and fowles of 
heaven, and the clouds, the clouds of heaven; the ſecond rhe ſtarry 


- heaven, under which name is comprehended not only-rhe orbes of 


the planets, but thar orbe alſo where the fixed ſtarres are and (0s all 
the whole extant from. above the clouds, to thax which is the place 
proyided by Chriſt for the bleſſed for ever to remain. in ,- and from 
it. the Starres are called the Starres of h4ayzn &c, And then the 


_ third heaven, as St, Paul calls it 2+. Cor, x2. 2. and is that heaven, 


unto which Chriſt jsaccording to his body aſcended}, and:of which 
he ſaith, that the Angells:doc alwayes behold the face-ofmyrfather 


which is in heaven; and he taught us to fay. Thy. 'will be done on

earth ag it ts in heaven, But all theſe three heavens: are above'the 


earth ; only our carthly Dreamer (as S.Fwde calls ſuch) hath dreame 
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of another heayen upon _carth,, which ſome whom he calls Saints 
doe enjoy : whercas. thoſe that are tive reall Saints indeed, doe 
here on carth finde rather an hell then a heayen , by the reaſon of 
the many..temprations and perſecutions,the miſeries and affliCtions, 
the fightings without and the fears within , the wre{tlings and other | 
incouncers , that they of all men are daily cither oppreſſed with or 
exerciſcd by : ,inſomuch .that if they had only hope 1n this life in 
Chriſt, they were of all men the moſt miſerable , But it js well for 
ſuch Saints as the Libeller and his fcllow-brethren , that he hath 
found out for himſelf and them an heaven on earth ; for now per-. 
haps, he and they , char have their portion in this life , may intitle 
themſclyes to that newfound heaven : for as for heayen above ; ifall 
his lyingPamphlers were made into a paperKite(which the boys about 
the city , as well as they love ſuch toyes will ſcatce take the pains to 
doc, knowing a more proper uſe for them, by throwing them down- 
ward) yet they would not mount him or his name, above the high-

when he ſpares others. Remember thoſe Galileans, whoſe blood 


Pilate mingled with their ſacrifices : and thoſe eighteen upon whom 


the Tower of Siloe fell and ſlew them, Luke 13. Chriſt himſelf a(- 


ures you, that they were not ſinners above all the Galileans, nora- 


bove all the inhabitants of Feruſalem rhar eſcaped thoſe judgments : 
bur the prime uſe to be made by thoſe that eſcape Gods judgments, 
when others ſuffer under them or periſh by them, is (as our Sayiour 
there intimates) to repent of their own ſins, left they alſo periſh. Be- 
fides, ſo much did God magnihie his mercy ar thar very time, in pre- 
ſcrving ſo many alive, and ſome of them untoucht, when he took a- 
way onely one of their company, and ſmote ſome of the reſt with 
ſo-gentle a ſtroke, that their very preſervation rather ſpeaks their 
freenefle at that preſent from any fuch foul crime, as che Libetter 
would fain faſten upon them, than give any juſt occafton to any co 
ſuſpect them guilty thereof, 

Burt he Libeller goes on, You muſt, you'l ſay drink the Kings 
health; and to thew his Logick as well as his Rhetorick, he refutes 
the doing ſo, thus : Is it congruoas in cups of exceſſe to drink the 
K:ngs health, when he preſerves his health by little drinking ? (ure-= 
ly the man thinks, that they who-drink the Kings health, doe. not 
onely with or pray for his health, or otherwiſe honourably ſpeak of 
him ; but they mingle his hcalth in their Cups, as they doe Sugar, 
or ſome. other ingredients : or elſe what congruity is there in 
that pretty knacking ſaying of his ? Bur who (I beſcech him ) 
are they , that ſay, they muſt drink the Kings health ? did thoſe 
Gentlemen ſay ſo? The Fore-man himſelf affirms no ſuch thing : 
and if they did drink his Majeſtics health, might they nor doe ir 
wichout drinking it in Cups of exceſſe, and ſo preſerve their own 
health as well as drink his ? It is beyond the limits of my vindicati- 
on, to determine the lawfulneiſe or unlawfulnefſe of drinking the 
Kings health ; for the Libeller quarrells oncly at the drinking of it 
in Cups of cxcefle, and ſo far all ſober men concurre with him : but 
it may well be ſuſpeQed, that if he loved the King or his health ſo

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wellas:he ſhould, he would not have crowded ' that - paſſage 'into his 
Pamphlet ſo incongruouſly & impertinently- but calumny knows no- 
thing of congruity or pertinency, The. thing that he aiines at, is 
queſtionleſſe this, To haye the wortd belieye that ſuch a ſad and la- 
menrabke judgement: fell ſuch a time, upon ſuch-and ſuch Gentlemen 
for drinking of the Kings health, And whether chis does not-{mell 
ſtrongly of the Phanatick humour, let himſelf judge ; though I pre- 
ſume the Phanaticks will not thank him for one obſeryation of his a 
little before, v:z. That Wine or Beer in a-dranken exceſſe, inflames 
the heart, intoxicates the brain, aud turns all Phanaticks : But tru- 
ly I thank hin for that ſaying ; for, by this I conjecture, how he 
himſelf became ſo inflamed as he is, & his brain crows ſo much as it 
does, and ſo he ts turned all Pnanatick ; the poor man had taken a 
cup or two of excefſe. Alas poor heart & weak brain,beware how you 
meddle any : niore either with drinking or icribling a little roo 
| much: for you then throw about your Inke, you care not how, nor 

y-_ whom, bur beſpatter thoſe whom either you know, or at leaſt 

re not let them know your Name. 1, 

He gives you a caution alſo againſt Oathes and Execrations;which 
he forceth into his Livell by head and ſhoulders, -and all t9 throw 
more dirt:into thoſe faces, which either he never ſaw, or knows them 
to be ſuch, that the leaſt ſpor cannot thick upon them, eſpecially them 
that he chiefly aimed at. : 

At che laſt he whines out. ſomething that might from another 
mouth, be thought to favour of Loyaltic ; and therefore as the Phi- 
loſopher, when. he heard a yery bad fiian ſpeak a very good ſentence, 

entreated an honeſt man that ſtood by,.to ſpeak that tenrence over 
again,{or that it would ſound much better out of a better mouth : $9 
I could wiſh, that thoſe good words,which this wicked Libelter hath 
let fall concerning our Gracious and:Dread, Soveraign, and the tem- 
perance and devotion;:with-which his good Subjects ſhould as good 
Chriſtians rejoyce, for his retyn-and::recftabliſbment amonglt us 
(which Lunderſtand by that exprefſion of his, Let ws all herghten the 
Joy ul ſhout of a King amoneſt us)1 could with,I ſay,cthat ſome honeſt 
& cordial Loyaliſt had uttered thoſe words, & they would have foun- 
ed much ſweerer, and not ſo hollow &:'crack't as they doe, But Saint 
Fames hath much abated the wonder of an evill rongue ſpeaking 


ſometimes good words; when he ſaith, James 3. Theren:rh bleſſe 
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we God even the Father, and' therewnh curſe we men, which are 


- made after the ſrmilitude of God, Ont of the ſame month proceed- 
th bleſſing and curſing, ' And ſo this: Libeller might by -chance at 


the laſt ſpeak well of the King, though he hac-all along ſpoken evil, 
and that moſt malicioufly;of ſome thar are his moſt faithful Subjects, 
' Ando thoſe faithful Syubje&s' doe I now for a concluſion of all ad- 
dreſs my ſelf, humbly beſeeching,8 earneſtly intreating both you my: 
moſt honoured Patron,and the reſt of thoſe Gentlemen,that were 19 
mercifully & miraculouſly' preferved, to: ſpend your preſerved lives 


the more piouſly and religioufly .in Gods feryice, becauſe they were 


ſo precious in his fight, as to work ſa wonderfully and graciouſly in 
the preſervation of thenz, when they were ſo near unto deſtruction, 
Ic is the Lord that giveth Life unto all, AF.,17. 25. And itis the 
ſame Lord that hath redeemed your lives from deſtruttion,and crown- 
ed-you with loving kindneſſe and tender mercies, Pſal.103. 4. And 
therefore what can'each of you lay. lefle, then that which that Pſal- 
-miſt there ſaith, in contemplation of thoſe mercies, ver. 1. 2. Bleſs 


the Lord,O my ſoul : and all that 15 within me,blefle his holy Name. 
| Bleſſethe Lord,O my ſoul : and forget not all his benefits, And what 


can ye doe lefle,ro ſhew that you forget themnot, then rhat the re- 
maining Courſe of your preſerved lives be anſwerable in ſome good 
meaſure to the mercies and. mitacles'of :their preſervation. And to 
mind you the more of Gods mercies and your durties,let me beg of you, 
what TI hope you are already reſolved on before I mention it to you; 


-That you would not fail to obſerye the laſt day of Fudy, as a ſolemn 


day of Thanksgiving unto the Lord all your lives throughzir being a 


 day,wherein God(as Lot ſaid when he was delivered from the Brim- 


None & Fire of Sodome, Gen, 19.) did magmifie hrs mercie which he

1th © 
you, tha it isrhe'T hander of his power ; and -remember, as ot: .-- 
you hear it, or ought ſpoken of it, that on the! laſt of July 1661. 
God hunſelf, by his own power, and of his own free mercy, dc!ive- 

ed you from that otherwiſe mercileſte power of his Thunder, that 

aſſeth all mans underſtanding; and that! will help you the- better to 
underſtand the loving kindnefſe of che Lord in your deliverancezand 
provoke yot to be the more thankſull to him for it, And for the cf- 
feRs of Thunder, you have ſcen and felt ſo much, that I preſume, you 
need not to be informed of any more, for the inciting you to that 
duty, which I am now minding you of, I ſhall therefore as to this 
particular, referre you bnely to what holy David hath left recorded 
concernine the effets of Thunder, Pfal,-r8., and 29. where Thunder 
is called rhe voyce of the Lord, and that voyce is ſaid to be power- 
full, or (as others read the places) mighty in operation. And ſome 


of thoſe mighty effects are there named, and the leſſon recommend. 


ed toall men: from rhe conſideration thereof, is the . ſame that I am 
mow 'recommending to you. Namely, Therefore to give unto the 
Lord glory and ftrength:yea,to give unto the Lord the glory due un- 
to his Name, and to worſhip hims in the beauty of holineſſe, or, as it 
18 in the margin, = hrs glorious Sanitary. 

In the'next and laft ptace, When you are praifing God for his 
deli vering you from the-power of his terrible Thimder, forget not to 
give him thanks alſeFor his delivering you im his due time, from the 
power of a malicious and {landerous hypocritical tongue ; which, as 
it does ih many reſpe&s reſeinble” Thunder, viz, in its irrefiſtible 
ſmiting , diſcernable piercing; an viſible beſooting of thoſe per- 
ſons ir lights on; a ecording as F ey. are rempered or diſpoſed, as al- 
ſo in the itmdle Nying; and ſudden and unwarned hitting, wound- 
ing,and Killing, and thelike So ir-doth in divers reſpe&s tranſcend

men did generally carry ſome ſacred, though ſuperſticious kind of 
Reverence to ſuch a body, and would neither bury, nor burn ir, nor 
take it from the place where ic was ſmirten, but. there intomb it, 
and thought 'the yery' plate-facred , and accounted the body ſo 
ſmitten to'/be/yojd of corruption, | But che lying, malicious, {lander- 
ous tongue, { ſmites and kills, as that it reſts not there, bur labours 
to render thoſe, whom it ſodeals with, moſt o1ious and -contempti- 
ble to all men » and then jt parſues them to their graves, and will not 
ſuffer thery to! remali-quiert-rhere, bur ſpits its-payſon into rheir very 
aſhes. And. therefore, if whenany ſuch rongue hath ſmitten any of 
you, whom: God himſelf hath ſpared, or ſhall farther perſecute thoſe 
whom God hath ſmitten, and talk; ts the. prief of thoſe whom he 
hath wounded (which is a true mark of a mercileſle wicked man, 


Pfal.:69.v.26.) God thallthen, pleaſe, by any unworthy Servant of
